wildlife has completely vanished, 
including even the occasional 
grey squirrel. 

This I’m certain is caused by 
the removal of an old, and 
possibly, ancient field boundary 
hedge that existed between the 
properties and the cemetery, 
which provided this wildlife 
haven. 

I find, online, that a Hedgerow 
Regulation Act 1997 exists to 
protect such hedges - the 
removal of which requires prior 
planning permission. 

Also the cutting and trimming 
of such hedges is not allowed in 
Wales between March 1 - August 
31 in order to protect nesting 
birds. This hedge was removed 
in May. 

I also found the comment from 


the town council’s chief clerk, 
reported in a previous article, 
which appeared to give 
‘permission’ to the taxpayers at 
the Pastures, to erect a fence in 
their own properties, and at their 
own expense, to screen the 
cemetery, and to be an affront to 
their understanding of this 
somewhat delicate problem. 

The town council created this 
problem, so surely it has a duty 
to restore the screening of the 
cemetery from the Pastures? 

Surely the appropriate, 
sympathetic and aesthetic answer 
to this problem is to provide a 
natural plant boundary screen 
which would filter out any noise, 
rather than a green metal fence.

Power station’s 
£12 million plan 
to cut emissions 


ABERTHAW 
Power Station is to 
invest £12 million to 
reduce Nitrogen 

Oxides emissions at 
the plant. 

Earlier this week, 
RWE Generation 

confirmed its decision to 
progress investment in 
retrofit of the ‘Low NOx 
boiler technology’. 

The technology is 


expected to reduce the 
station’s emissions of 
Nitrogen Oxides (NOx) 
by more than 60 per 
cent - and this could 
extend the plant’s 
working life. 

Installing the low NOx 
boilers is around £12 
million per unit and will 
initially involve one unit 
of the power station. The 
work will be done during 
a planned major “outage”

been investigating a 
range of emission 
abatement technologies 
for Aberthaw Power 
Station in order to extend 
the life of the South 
Wales coal plant and 
comply with further 
tightening on the levels 
of S02, NOx and 
particulate emissions that 
power stations may emit. 

“RWE believes that 
coal will continue to play 
an important part of the 
UK energy mix, ensuring 
security of supply in an 
ever-tightening market. 

Roger Miesen, Chief 
Technical Officer (CTO) 
Hard Coal, Gas, 
Biomass, said: “This is a 
really positive step to 
secure the future of 
Aberthaw Power Station 
beyond 2016, keeping 
our options open. 

“It is a positive signal 
for jobs in Wales and 
across the Welsh mining 
community. However 
there is still more to 
understand regarding the 
longer term future of the 
power plant. 

“We need to have long 
term clarity on how the 
energy market will 
operate under the 
Government’s new 
energy legislation, 
including the NOx 
Transitional National 
Plan, the capacity 
market, carbon floor 
price and proposed 
changes to transmission 
costs (Project Transmit).” 

The statement went on 
to say that RWE has 
invested over £230 
million in Aberthaw in 
recent years to reduce 
emissions and gain 


generation performance 
including Elue Gas 
Desulphurisation (EGD) 
to cut sulphur emissions 
by 95 per cent, steam 
turbine retro-fit and 
dynamic classifiers - 
providing greater 

efficiency and lower 
C02 emissions and the 
development of a pilot 
carbon capture plant. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
commented: “This has 
been a key period for the 
power station as they 
look to secure the 
necessary finance to 
begin their low NOx 
investment programme. 
Pull congratulations to 
the Power Station for 
their efforts. 

“Only last week we 
met the Secretary of State 
for the Environment in 
Westminster, who 

responded in a fantastic 
way. This has been the 
best of a team focus - 
plant managers and 
Westminster working for 
a positive outcome." 

The power station 
statement concluded: 
“This latest 

announcement will 
represent the first step to 
progressively reduce 
station NOx emissions to 
the levels required to 
allow opt into the 
Industrial Emissions 
Directive (lED) a piece 
of European legislation - 
which will come into 
effect 1st January 2016. 

“With the combination 
of Low NOx boilers and 
existing Elue Gas 
Desulphurisation the 
plant is expected to meet 
emissions requirements 
for operation to well into 
the 2020s”.

THE Archbishop of 
Wales, Dr Barry 
Morgan, was the 
preacher at the parish 
eucharist for SS Peter 
and Paul’s Day in St 
Bridget’s Church on 
Sunday, June 29.

Wendy and Alan were

26, 1958. Although 
Wendy began her 
teaching career in 
Pembrokeshire, she 
moved to Cardiff with 
Alan in 1961. 

During their 56 years 
together, they moved 
home between Cardiff 
and Swansea, finally 
coming to live in 


Llysworney in 1978. 

During all this time, 
Wendy and Alan kept up 
their connection with 
Pembrokeshire through 
family and friends. 

Wendy devoted her 
life to her family, and this 
was very evident in the 
way that she cared for her 
mother and her mother- 
in-law at home in 
Llysworney during their 
declining years. 

This devotion was also 
seen in Wendy’s teaching

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

How Bobbies on Call help 
tackle school absenteeism 


S OME weeks ago, I 
spent a morning 
shadowing a 
school attendance 
support officer in 
Barry and the rest of 
the Vale to better 
understand why some 
pupils are absent from 
school so often. 

Attendance of pupils is 
vital to improve the 
prospects of young people 
and I am delighted that it 
now forms part of 
measurement of the school 
success. 

In general terms, schools 
in the Vale perform very 
well. However, it is 
remarkable how absence 
from a small number of 
pupils can impact the 
statistics. 

Missing 95 secondary 
school lessons will drop the 
overall unauthorised 
attendance record for a 
pupil to 90 per cent. The 
target is 95 per cent. This 
obviously has a knock on 
effect on the outcomes of 
the individual pupils, but 
also on the way the school 
is judged in various league 
tables. 

In fairness to teachers 
and headteachers, they are 
devoted to teaching in the 
classroom; they are not 


necessarily trained to 
challenge pupils or parents 
in this regard. Likewise, 
educational welfare 
support services are facing 
increasing and more 
complex demands in 
managing pupil 
attendance. 

Often there are genuine 
reasons, such as sickness 
that has not been reported. 
On other occasions, it is 
more complex; family 
breakdown, chaotic family 
life, lack of guidance or 
support to the child, a 
problem at school that is 
not known, or an absence 
of discipline, amongst 
many other reasons. 

This is why the 
approach taken by the 
Welsh secondary school in 
the Vale, Ysgol y Fro, and 
since adopted by other 
schools, is pioneering. 

They are using a local 
company, Bobbies on Call - 
a group of retired police 
officers who visit the 
homes of pupils whose 
attendance is of concern to 
the school. These are the 
people I joined some weeks 
ago. 

The first call was to a 
property in a rural village. 
A pupil had been absent 
for a significant proportion 
of time. When we knocked 
the door, we discovered 



that a family dispute had 
meant that another family 
member was acting as 
guardian. 

This was unknown to the 
school and I suspect that 
the visit in itself will help 
them prioritise and 
recognise the importance 
of attendance. 

Bobbies On Call were 
able to offer practical 
advice and help on behalf 
of the school. 

Our next call was the 
second such visit to a 
parent in Barry. To this 
parent, the child could do 
no wrong. It appeared that 
when the pupil had a 


cough or a cold, the child 
was kept home from 
school. The absence record 
was alarming. 

Bobbies On Call stressed 
the need to attend school 
and linked the parent’s and 
child’s ambition with the 
need for academic success. 

Finally, we called at a 
property where the parent 
simply didn’t recognise the 
importance of school. 

Some would interpret the 
reasons as excuses. 
Alarmingly, there was 
another child at home, who 
presumably should have 
been at school. Although 
supportive, they sent a 
clear message of longer 
term consequences. 

A report from Bobbies 
on Call is referred back to 
the school to take the 
necessary action. 

All in all, this was an 
enlightening experience. 
Although I was saddened 
by some of the background 
or attitudes during the 
visits, I was lifted by the 
way in which these, often 
chaotic, situations are 
being handled. 

This is an innovative 
approach, using a great 
resource for the benefit of 
the community and the

ly Hafan launches 
its Precious 
Moments Appeal 


EVERY week, 
parents in Wales 
are told the 
devastating news 
that their child is 
likely to die in 
childhood. 

Thankfully, Ty Hafan 
is there for life-limited 
children and their 
families, helping them 
make the most of the 
time they have left 
together. 

With more and more 
families needing Ty 
Hafan’s support, its 
annual costs are also 
rising. The charity needs 
to raise £3.7m each year 
to provide its services, 
compared to just £lm 
when it started in 1999. 

Alice Hicks and her 
parents, Ian and 
Hannah, are among 
262 families currently 
supported by Ty Hafan. 

They are helping with 
the charity’s Precious 
Moments Appeal and 
their story will be shared 
with more than 40,000 
people across Wales 
receiving letters from Ty 
Hafan this week. 

Like most new 
parents, Hannah and Ian 
Hicks couldn’t wait to 
go for their 20-week 
scan. But all that 
excitement turned to 
anxiety when the 
midwife went to fetch 
the doctor. 

They were told the 
most devastating news 
any parent can hear - 
their unborn daughter 
had a condition that 
meant it was very likely 
she would die in 
childhood. 

“We left the hospital 
feeling like our world 
had fallen apart,” said 
Hannah. 

“One minute we had 
been watching our child 
moving around on the 
monitor. The next, we 
were being told we 
would never see her 
grow up.” 

Ten-month-old Alice 
was born with 
hydranencephaly, a 
central nervous system 
disorder characterized by 
an enlarged head and 
neurological deficits. 

Her family was forced 
to prepare for the worst, 
as she spent her first 15 
days fighting for her life 
in the neo-natal unit at 
the University Hospital 
of Wales. 

“As it became 
increasingly clear the 
doctors could do nothing 
more to help her, they 
suggested we took her

given, and now lands in 
cinemas. 

In How To Train Your 
Dragon 2, Hiccup 
(voiced by Jay Baruchel) 
and his now-trained 
dragon Toothless, 
discover that while the 
fear of dragons has 
subsided since events of 
the first film, a mad man 
by the name of Drago 
(voiced by Djimon 
Hounsou) is assembling 
a dragon army to try and 
take control of the land. 

When Hiccup tries to 
talk sense to Drago, he 
embarks on a journey 
that sees his entire world 
unfold... 

As we’ve seen in 
recent years, it’s rare 
that a film can achieve 
such giddy heights at the 
box office and not find 
itself returning for more 
action, particularly in the 
animated world where 
child-friendly films can 
often spell big money. 

How To Train Your 
Dragon 2 could easily 
have followed the route 
of last year’s Despicable 
Me 2; an entertaining 
revisit to characters who 
have beguiled, but one 
that doesn’t really rip up 
the rule book and make 
for a really incredible 
second outing. 

Thankfully, and 
almost surprisingly, it 
instead opts for the 
hallmarks of live-action 
sequels, and delivers a 
film that is bigger and 
bolder, more emotionally 
resonant, and feels like a 
natural continuation of 
events rather than a 
forced one. 

The first film was a 
charming effort that 


struck by stealth rather 
than expectation, so with 
a ready-built audience 
second time around, 
writer/director Dean 
DeBlois could have been 
forgiven for trying to 
play it a little safe; but 
it’s to his credit, and the 
film’s benefit, that he 
instead grants the story a 
scope and scale that 
doesn’t fail to enchant, 
delivering a mature work 
that doesn’t deal with 
your average child- 
friendly fare. 

There is the notion of 
how we relate to our 
parents and deal with the 
weight of expectation, 
reconnecting with 
parents who were 
thought gone forever, 
and man’s relationship 
with nature when its 
power far exceeds 
mankinds. It seems 
DeBlois wasn’t afraid of 
tackling issues like 
these, and despite the 
more grown-up 
sensibility, they are 
handled without 
pandering and reducing 
it to simplistic terms. 

Visually, the film 
amps up the airborne 
antics, scale and sense of 
drama, looking gorgeous 
and benefitting (as many 
animated films do) from 
the use of 3D to grant a 
greater depth to 
proceedings; but even 
away from the acting 
spectacle the film looks 
sumptuous, ice castles 
and the like being 
brought vividly to life, 
creating a work that 
manages to balance style 
and substance.

well. 

Cate Blanchett’s 
accent may be a little 
offputting, but behind it 
is a touching vocal 
performance, Djimon 
Hounsou makes for a 
hissable, if slightly 
underdeveloped, villain, 
while Kit Harrington 
gently lampoons his 
Game of Thrones 
character as a cocky, yet 
useful ally. 

While a swallow does 
not make a summer, the 
vision and intelligence, 
not to mention ability to 
work with a heavier- 
than-usual subject matter 
and present it so cleverly 
to its young audience, on 
show in this film, 
coupled with the likes of 
The LEGO Movie and 
Frozen, is evidence that 
animated films can deal 
with bigger issues than 
you would expect 
without losing any of the 
impact.

Case is argued 
for more homes 
in the rural Vale 


THE Vale Council and 
three local housing 
associations have joined 
forces to argue the case for 
more affordable housing in 
the rural Vale. 

In a statement, they argue that 
there are 320 families in need of 
such housing who are priced out 
of the market. 

A number of housing proposals 
in the rural Vale, many of which 
contain a proportion of affordable 
housing, are currently being 
opposed by local residents’ action 
groups. 

The local authority and its 
housing association partners; 
Newydd Housing Association, 
Hafod Housing, United Welsh and 
Wales and West Housing 
Association, have been working to 
build new affordable homes in 
rural areas since they signed the 
Rural Housing Pledge in 2012. 


However, the statement says 
that more support is needed from 
residents in the county to reduce 
the 320 family total. They also 
argue that good quality affordable 
housing can help to maintain 
sustainable rural communities. 

Last week, during rural housing 
week (June 30 - July 4), a social 
media campaign organised by 
Community Housing Cymru, in 
partnership with National Housing 
Federation, showcased the 
positive work that housing 
associations and local authorities 
achieve in rural areas across 
Wales. 

The example chosen was a 
recent new housing development; 
Thaw Close in St Mary Church, 
which was built by Newydd 
Housing Association in 

partnership with the Vale Council. 

It offers six homes for 
affordable rent and two homes as 
low-cost home ownership 


properties. The statement points 
out that this development is two 
miles from St Hilary, one of the 
most expensive places to live in 
Wales. 

Coun Bronwen Brooks said: “A 
lack of affordable housing leads to 
a decreasing need for rural 
services and local amenities. 

“Affordable housing is about 
much more than bricks and 
mortar - it’s the lifeblood of a 
sustainable community. 

“Local residents can contact 
the planning department to 
express their support for a rural 
development when they see a 
proposal on the council website.

A SURVEY by 
cleaning 

specialists, Jeyes, 
has found over a third of 
the UK’s garden owners 
are green with envy over 
their neighbour’s. 

The study of 2,000 garden 
owners found 41 per cent of 
adults claim to peer 
longingly over the garden 
fence - eager to emulate the 
immaculate lawns, blooming 
hangings baskets and posh 
garden furniture of next 
door. 

In fact, a fifth of Brits say 
there is fierce competition 
over the most impressive 
garden in the street, and 
surprisingly, over 42 per cent 
of people said they wouldn’t 
give their neighbour the 
satisfaction of a 
compliment - even if they 


thought their garden was 
looking particularly well 
presented. 

The poll found a quarter 
of people keep tabs on their 
rival’s horticultural plans by 
regularly having a sneaky 
look over the fence and 
making notes of any big 
changes. 

One in eight has been 
annoyed by a comment from 
a neighbour on their garden 
- negative remarks on a 
trellis, mentions that a plant 
or bush looked shabby or 
‘jokey’, and comments about 
the amount of dog mess were 
most likely to irk. 

More than two-thirds were 
extremely proud of their 
garden but nearly one in 10 
are currently locked in a bid 
to outdo their neighbours. 

And when asked about 
garden misbehavior, some 
people cited cutting down 


overhanging branches and 
plants, and routinely 
chucking slugs over the fence 
among their confessions. 

However, it’s not all war 
and six in 10 do have a 
neighbour’s garden they 
genuinely think is really 
well-presented, and a third 
have taken inspiration from 
another’s patch. 

Among the most admired 
aspects of a garden was the 
gleaming patio, hanging 
baskets or a neat lawn. 

A sneaky fifth have gone 
as far as to directly copy 
something they saw in a 
rival’s garden that they 
thought looked particularly 
good. 

A total of 53 per cent said 
they’d never ask for 
gardening advice from their 
neighbour, as they think the 
compliment would just go 
straight to the person’s head. 


And a cunning one in five 
have praised a neighbour’s 
garden in some way, when 
deep down they actually 
thought it looked hideous. 

The results also showed 
that the average garden 
owner has splashed out at 
least £1,150 on their garden 
since moving in. 

The survey of garden 
owners was commissioned by 
Jeyes as part of its ‘Great 
British Scrub Up’ campaign 
to get British households 
cleaning their gardens.

Heroes one and all 
They came from 
Britain’s Empire Every 
colour, race and creed 
To fight for the

As they marched to 
the sound of drums 
No echoes then of 
exploding shells 
Machine gun bullets;

Postscript: 272,924 
men from Wales were 
recruited or conscripted 
to fight in the Great 
World War 1914-1918. 

Over 40,000 lost 
their lives. The Welsh 
per capita lost more 
sons during the Great 
War than any other 
nation. 

Life in Great Britain 
changed dramatically 
after the war. There was 
more equality, 
especially for women. 

For the first time in 
British history, ordinary 
men and some women 
were allowed the vote. 
The almost feudal rule 
of the aristocracy was 
broken forever. 

However, the class 
system remained. It can 
be strongly argued that 
it still exists today; 
though it does not have 
the same degree of 
overriding prominence 
that it enjoyed during 
the years before the 
Great War.

FIVE members of 
the Sully U3A 
history group made 
the five-mile trip to 
Flatholm on a 
converted small car 
ferry, sailing from 
the Penarth side of 
the Barrage. 

Also visiting the 
island the same day was 
an ITV film crew 
filming for Coast and 
Country, which is 
scheduled to be shown 
on August 15 at 8pm. 

The island has a 
fascinating history, with 
the earliest known 
visitor being St Cadoc in 
the late 6th century, who 
visited the island for 
periods of meditation. In 
the 10th century, it was 
briefly occupied by a 
defeated Viking army, 
and then in 1067 the 
mother of the defeated 
King Harold took shelter 
there before fleeing to St 
Omer. There is evidence 
of farming in the Middle 
Ages on the island. 

The most significant 
monuments date from 
the 19th and 20th 
centuries, with the early 
19th century lighthouse; 
and in 1869 a fortress 
was completed on the 
island to resist a feared 
French invasion by 
Napoleon III, which 
never happened (though 
the original guns can 
still be seen today, 
together with the 
barracks and the fortress 


structures). The island 
achieved international 
significance in 1897 
when Marconi 
transmitted the first ever 
wireless message over 
the sea from Flatholm to 
Lavemock Point. The 
event is commemorated 
by a rather unusual 
sculpture erected in 
1997. 

There are also the 
remains of Second 
World War fortifications 
with two anti aircraft 
batteries. The island also 
has the remains of a 
Cholera Isolation 
Hospital built in 1896. 

The island is also 
fascinating for its 
wildlife and fauna, being 
home to one of the 
largest gull colonies in 
Wales with herring gulls 
and black headed gulls. 
We were fortunate to see 
their young chicks and 
eggs, though one or two 
dive-bombed members 
of our party! 

Also we saw rabbits 
which we were able to 
get close up to, as they 
seemed unafraid of 
humans. 

Unfortunately, none 
of us saw any of the blue 
speckled slow worms, 
which are distinct from 
those inhabiting the 
mainland - but we did 
see a large number of 
rare wild leeks, with 
their distinctive purple 
pom-pom like flowers I

Following gravel 
paths uphill to the 
Dingle, the public 
footpath cuts through the 
centre of the Garden 
Suburb to follow the line 
of the 500m railway 
tunnel that passes from 
the western end of 
Romilly Park almost to 
Porthkerry village. 

The first part of the 
Garden Suburb was built 
around 1915, primarily 
to improve the health of 
the community by its 
lay-out and included the 
church and the school; 
with the second part 
providing homes for ex- 
servicemen returning 
from the Great War and 
after 1925 a huge 
development of houses 
was built by the Railway 
Company. 

Tramping narrow 
hedge-lined paths to cut 
through Bronawelon and 
Tan y Fron into Lovers 
Lane, the path led 
downhill into the main 
meadow of Porthkerry 
Park and the 110-foot 
Porthkerry Viaduct, built 
between 1896-7 to 
connect the collieries in 
the south Wales valleys 
with the Vale of 
Glamorgan Railway and 


Barry town. 

Passing underneath 
one of the 16 massive 
stone arches and 
crossing a meadow for 
the climb up through a 
sunken lane, the group 
arrived in Porthkerry 
village for a quick peep 
at the beautiful white 
painted 13th century St 
Curig’s Church, where 
in the churchyard some 
of the shipwrecked 
sailors who were 
drowned in nearby 
Porthkerry Bay are laid 
to rest. 

Following a different 
pathway downhill 
through the woods and 
back into Porthkerry 
Park and crossing the 
pitch and putt course to 
endure a stiff climb up 
the Golden Stairs, 
allegedly named because 
a gold coin was planted 
beneath each step, led 
them to the cliff top. 

Tramping the wide 
grass meadow in front of 
Marine Drive brought 
magnificent views out 
over the Bristol Channel 
to the Somerset coast, 
across to Weston-Super- 
Mare and over the Knap 
and Barry Waterfront, 
while descending past 
the Roman remains 
brought them back to 
their start point.

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Basketball talent on show at tournament 


COWBRIDGE 
Comprehensive’s 
basketball season 
came to a climax on 
June 30, with the 
first annual Vale of 
Glamorgan and 
Cardiff year-7 
basketball 
tournament. 

Year 7 students do not 
have a basketball league 
just for their age group to 
compete in. The more 
experienced players for 
that age group can gain 
experience in the under- 
13s league but face a 
steep challenge. 

However with the

Comprehensive School, 
Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School 
and Cardiff High School. 

Representing 
Cowbridge in its A-side 
were Tom ApJohn- 
Williams (c), Jamie 


Owens, Alex Oldham, 
Rory James, Adam 
Durrant, Joel Carter and 
Luke Williams. In the 
Cowbridge B-Side were 
Iwan ApJohn-Williams 
(co-captain), Beth 
Edwards (co-captain), 
Jess Gregory, Emily 
Gregory, Ella K Jones, 
Sophie Hawkins, Will 
Marsden and James 
Eason. 

The tournament began 
with Cowbridge A facing 
off against Cardiff High. 
Out of practice due to the 
exam season Cowbridge 
struggled early. 

They were finding 
good shots, but kept 
failing to capitalize on 
them. An early lead of 
eight points was slowly 
whittled until in the 
second half Cowbridge 
managed to start shaking 
the rust off and finished 
strong winning 16-8. 

Up next were 
Porthcawl and Barry, two 
sides with a strong 
Basketball legacy and 
talented athletes. 

Porthcawl were the 
slightly stronger side and 
won 8-2. Cardiff High 
then took to the floor 
again, this time facing off 
against St. Richard 
Gwyn. 

Keen to bounce back 
from their first game 
Cardiff High played hard 
and persevered 12-3. 
Next up it was 
Cowbridge B's turn and 
they were keen to prove 
there was no difference 
in quality from their 
school teammates. 


They took on a taller 
Barry side but 
overwhelmed them with 
skill and superior ball 
movement and won 
definitively 14-2. 

Cowbridge A then 
returned to action and 
demolished St. Richard 
Gwyn 34-5. 

Ironically, four players 
from Cowbridge A are on 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
county team which is 
coached by St. Richard 
Gwyn's coach, Mr Leftly. 

Cowbridge B ended 
the first round of games 
with a tight match up 
against Porthcawl. At 
stake was first place of 
Group 2 and therefore an 
opportunity to play in the 
final to win the whole 
tournament. 

It was very close early 
on as both teams 
struggled to score but 
eventually Porthcawl 
edged ahead, at one point 
building up a lead of four 
points. By midway 
through the second half 
Cowbridge B had fought 
back, tied the game and 
then pushed ahead to go 
up 12-10. 

In the closing seconds, 
however, a shooting foul 
sent Porthcawl to the free 
throw line with the 
opportunity to tie the 
game and force overtime. 

After the first shot 
swished through, the 
home crowd held its 
breath fearing the worse, 
but the second shot 
clattered off the iron and 
Cowbridge secured the 
rebound and ran out the 


clock. 

As the group stage of 
the tournament finished 
Cowbridge were looking 
and feeling good with 
both squads winning 
their group. 

The second round was 
just three straight games 
to determine final 
positions. Playing for 
fifth and sixth place, St. 
Richard Gwyn and Barry 
started out matching each 
other evenly before 
Barry's athleticism won 
out and they cruised to an 
eventual 16-6 victory. 

The match for third 
and fourth was a much 
tighter affair. Cardiff 
High took an early lead 
and held onto it 
throughout almost the 
entirety of regulation 
until Porthcawl made a 
basket in the final minute 
and forced overtime. 

With only a one 
minute extra period to 
play through, Porthcawl 
built on their momentum 
and secured a final 
bucket to eventually win 
14-12. 

The tournament final 
then ended up 
resembling a Cowbridge 
practice with the two 
school squads facing off 
against each other in a 
battle for bragging rights 
on the CCS piazza. 

The game was tied at 
the end of the first 
quarter as both squads 
matched each other blow 
for blow. As the game 
carried on however 
Cowbridge A managed to 
sustain the skill level of 



their starters and pulled 
ahead bit by bit. 
Cowbridge B didn't let 
up for a second however 
and fought hard until the 
bitter end eventually 
coming up short 27-10. 

The tournament ended 
up being a resounding 
success and perfectly 
highlighted what a 
hotbed for young 
basketball talent south¬ 
east Wales is. 

With just over 60 
students competing on 
just this occasion the 
future is bright for the 
Cardiff and Vale 
basketball leagues. 
Cowbridge Coach Mr 
Hume was effusive in his 
praise of his young side, 
saying: “Their success 
today is the result of 
hours and hours of hard 
work in training 
throughout the entire 
year. I can't say enough 
about the great work 
ethic and commitment to 
excellence I see in 
practice sessions. 

“What makes it all the 
more satisfying is their

VALE Ists slumped 
to a heavy defeat at 
Monmouth, and the 
early season 
optimism of a 
return to Division 2 
seems a distant 
memory. 

In truth, Vale put in a 
poor display on the day, 
not helped by a long 
unavailability list. The 
one thing they are doing 
right is winning the toss 
and having won the toss, 
Nick Hogben choose to 
insert the home side. 

A couple of early 
wickets from Ollie Pike 
and the skipper 
suggested that Vale 
would make inroads into 
Monmouth’s batting 
order;

However, 
they did neither as 94 
runs came off the last 11 
overs and Monmouth’s 
sixth wicket pair, 
Jonathan Jones (47 not 
out) and Alim Hansraj 
(41 not out), added the 
biggest partnership of 
the innings to leave 
Monmouth 244-5 off 
their 50 overs. 

Vale’s bowling figures 
were Ollie Pike 10-2-40- 
1, Nick Hogben 10-0- 
65-1, Tom Taylor 10-1- 
37-0, Darren Upham 10- 
1-37-2 and Billy Yates 
10-1-59-0. 

The track was good 
but Vale put in a poor 
batting performance and 
never looked like getting 
near the target. 

Vale soon found 
themselves 33-3 before 
Paul Sheppard and Mark 
Francis added 47 for the 
fourth wicket partnership 
before Francis was 
harshly adjudged Ibw. 

Sheppard soon 
followed, caught and 
bowled having batted 
well for 40 including 
seven boundaries. A 
quick cascade of wickets 
saw Vale then slump to 
94-8. 


Upham came in to 
blast 19 to take the 
Bridgend-based side to 
120-9. Paul Gilbert and 
Tom Taylor squeezed out 
the five runs needed to 
get Vale to a batting 
point before Gilbert was 
bowled leaving Vale 125 
all out in only 36.2 
overs. 

Vale 2nds beat 
Monmouth 2nds largely 
thanks to two 
outstanding individual 
performances. 

The headline figures 
were Matt Harper’s 
impressive contribution 
with the bat (76 not out) 
and club chairman Iwan 
Davies’ eye-popping 
bowling figures (9-5-7- 
3), but these do not tell 
the full story. One of the 
most satisfying features 
of this match, from a 
Vale point of view, is 
that this was an 
outstanding team 
performance - every 
player made a genuine 
contribution. 

Asked to bat first on a 
slightly damp wicket. 
Vale were soon in 
trouble at 13-3 and 26-4. 
Cue Matt Harper, who 
showed impressive 
maturity in compiling a 
match-winning innings 
which justified the hopes 
of those who have seen 


him batting recently, and 
which eventually 
spanned 35 overs. 

He was admirably 
supported by Mark 
Stephens (26), in a fifth 
wicket partnership of 75, 
a quick-fire 11 from 
Kevin Jones, and a 
generous 21 wides from 
the Monmouth bowlers. 

Extras aside, the 
Monmouth bowlers 
gave little away - 
skipper Luke Bowley 
returned the best figures 
(2 for 15), but was ably 
supported by J. Bowley 
(2 for 36), J. Davies (3 
for 24) and R. Shaw (2 
for 32). 

However, special 
mention should go to 
young B. Davies - 
although wicketless, he 
showed impressive 
accuracy and turn with 
his left-arm spin, and 
looks an excellent 
prospect. 

Although satisfying 
for Vale to have 
recovered from a poor 
start to go past 150 
comfortably, it was hard 
to be sure if this would 
be enough - the wicket 
was drying nicely and 
the Monmouth batsmen 
seemed to have best use 
of the track. 

However, the Vale 
bowlers functioned 
extremely well as a unit, 
and gradually put more 
and more scoreboard 
pressure on the 
Monmouth batsmen. 

Kevin Jones looked 
back to his best in taking 
the responsibility of the 
new ball with an 
opening spell of 1 for 14 
and match figures of 2 
for 38, backed by Steve 
Harper (0 for 28). 

What made the crucial 
difference, though, was a 
combination of super- 
economical bowling 
from Iwan Davies, 
backed up by a rotation 
of accurate spells from 
the youngsters at the 
other end - Adam Jones 
(0 for 22), Alex Upham 
(0 for 5 from 5 overs) 
and Matt Harper (1 for 
15 from 7 overs) all 
impressed - and by 
super-slick glove-work 
from Aaron Stephens, 
spectacular fielding from 
Duncan Jones plus nifty 
footwork and athleticism 
from debutant Ben 
Chester. 

Despite several 
Monmouth batsmen 
getting in (A. Hay 25, T. 
Jones 22, R. Shaw 19) 
and an impressively 
dogged 13 from R. 

Parke s, the Vale total 
never looked to be under 
serious threat after the 
first dozen overs. 

Fifteen points well- 
earned, and several 
youngsters who look to 
be bright hopes for the 
future, are very 
satisfying positives to 
take from this enjoyable 
game.
